tion of silver prices, was

annual meeting of the Cham- 
. The mecting, which was held 
at the Shanghai Club, was well 
attended, the principal speech 
being made by Mr. Calder Mar- 
shall, who is chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

On the silver {ssuc, Mr. Calder 
Marshal) said that though they 
realised ‘that any ‘Improvement 
effected In the value of silver by 
artificial moans would ‘be but 
temporary, and that the real value 
of silver must ullimately depend 
upon the law of supply and de- 
mand, nevertheless, they felt 
that the time had come when 
are means should be employ. 
od, . 

Need For Action. 


‘In view of the very serious de- 
pression in trade in-all countries, 
it was in the interests of those 
countries that they aNould restore 
in some way the reduced purchas- 
ing. -power. of the Eastern coun.

While China’s purchasing power 
was reduced by half, the indus- 
trial depression | in Britain, 
America and elsewhere,-and the 
consequent unemployment, was 
accentuated, ? 

International action for the 
ntabllivation of vilver was fully 
justified at this stage in the 
trisis, and in this mind, the 
Committee of the Chamber has 
cabled to London strongly urg- 
Ing that an attempt be made to 
secure international action.

Satisfactory Tests at Sea. - 


Mr. George Hall, Civil” Lord of 
the Admiralty, speaking at Ponty- 
ridd recently made some important 
statements on the research work of 
the Admiralty. in connexjon with 
the production of fuel oll from coal. 

During the Inst 12 or 18 months, 
he-said, it had been proved that oil 
produced from conl could be used 
as nx fuel, and it gave almost the 
same results as natural oll. 

The Admiralty had been’ in com- 
munication with o number of Jow- 
temperature carbonisation works 
{n England, which - had submit- 
ed samples of oil fot Inboratory 
tests, Afterwards a number of 
the works sent 20 tons of all each 
for trial in boilers on shore and 
at sea. The engincers reported 
that four out of five of these 
samples gave satisfactory. results, 
and that in some oF the most im- 
portant factors they were os good 
as natural oil. :

Mr, Nicholna Longworth, the 
Spuiker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, who for'some days has 
been lying gravely. ill at Aiken, 
South Carolina, suffering from 
pneumonia, died to-day. He was 
61 years of age. + 

A politician of- long standing 
and considerable~ note, . he was 
born at Cincinnati, Ohio, of which 
his father was ao wealthy citizen. 
He wns educated at Harvard, 
atudying Inw, . took his LL.B. 
degree nnd was-called to the Bar 
in 1894: 

At the age of 30 he was elected 
to tha Ohio ‘Staté : 
Parliament, and 
in 1901 to _ its 
Senate. Two & 
years later he. 
was sent to- the 
House of Repre- 
sentatives, and 
eat as a Congress- 
man for Ohio, 
until his death, 
with one interval 
from 1915 to 
1917. be 

He , married in 
1906, “Princess - 
Alice.” the daughter of President 
Roosevelt and during thelr honey- 
moon voyige round the world they 
were everywhere received with 
almost royal honours, 

From 1923 to 1925,.Mr. Long- 
worth was lender of the Republi- 
con Party in’ the House, and in 
1925 he was clected Speaker. 

His position there was 50 atrong 
that he was able to enter the Hats 
against President Coolidge on the 
question in 1927, and he leit the 
Chair in order to appeal success- 
fully to the House to side with, the 
Sennte in voting credits for three 
new cruisers. He Inid down the 
dictum that Congress was morally 
bound to the American people not 
to go below the ratio agreed upon 
at the Washington: Conference. - - 

In the ‘autumn hv Was talked of 
as no. Republican’, nominee for 
the Presidency.’ His candida- 
ture was pushetl~by. two -of 
the clevercst women in . Ameri- 
can politics—his Wife, and’ Mrs. 
McCormick, widow .of the Senator 
and daughter of’ Senator Mark 
Hanna. “His.frank advocacy of the 
“Wet” cause handicapped him, and 
on President Hoover's nomination 
as Presidential candidate, he return- 
ed to.the House of Representatives 
as Speaker.—Reuter and 1. B. Ss.

The decree closes all ports in 
the Madeira Archipelago to com- 
merce and navigation and prohi- 
bits communication between the 
inhnbitants and the outside world, 
except as regards ships entering 
and leaving for the ‘evacuation of 
foreigners. ’ 

Tho decree imposes special pen- 
alties for commerce in arms and 
ammunition and orders the immedi- 
ate trial by a tribunal Aboard one 
of the expeditionry ships, of all 
infringing the decree—Reuter.

When we stop to consider pre- 
cisely What the Bermuda Islands 
are, and the form of government 
which they now enjoy, we might 
be forgiven for thinking that the 
inhabitants have very little about 
which to complain. For all intents 
and purposes a series of coral reefs, 
there are in all some three hundred 
Islets, of which only a very few are 
inhabited, the total area being less 
than: twenty square’ miles, The 
population is about 30,000.

The constitutional position. of 
Hongkong is, in these days. of 
democratic ideas, a sheer anach- 
roniam, and it is something Ittle 
short of amazing that after more 
than eighty years of British rule 
there should be such an entire ab- 
sence of machinery for the exprea- 
sion of public opinion. Views may 
differ os to.the wisdom or other- 
wise of an unofficial majority on 
the Legistative Council, although 
practically all the Crown Colonies 


enjoy It, but we do suggest that the}, 


time is long overdue for a recognt- 
tion of the elective principle in the 
appointments of non-Government 
members. The Bermuda system, 
also in operation in several other 
Colonies, of an elected House of 
Assembly might at.any rate be 
extended to Hongkong. Membera 
thereof could be chosen by different 
parishes—the Health Districts 
might serve for this purpose—on 
hn property’ qualification, The crea- 
tion of such a body would, at least 
until the public became educated 
up to the use of the franchise, serve 
asa training ground for subsequent 
further reforms. The House would 
naturally have the right to discuss 
and make recommendations on 
public affairs, even if it possessed 
no legislative authority, and would 
have the, effect of fostering 
civic spirit of the Colony, We arc 
quite prepared to admit that the 
general question of constitutional 
reform is a dificult one in such a 
Colony as Hongkong, but the dif- 
ficulties are in no sense insuperable, 
Any reasonable proposals would, ff 
made in the proper’ quarter | at 
Home, undoubtedly meet, with a 
sympathetic response. The moment 
seems propitious; It only remains 
for a lead to be given.

The renewed demand of the 
Indian Chambers of Commerce for 
n cessation of further éfforts by 
the Government of India to main- 
tain the value of the rupee at 
eighteenpente is a matter of very 
considerable ‘interest to Hongkong 
ang China.

SUICIDE FAILURE OF 
STRONG, SWIMMER. 


POLICE CHASE FOLLOWS DIVE 
FROM SEINE BRIDGE, 


Paria, Mar, 16. 

The inadvisability for strong 
swimmers to commit suicide . by 
drowning was illustrated In Paris 
yesterday, At about ten o'clock in 
the morning a man walked down to 
the Pont de la Concorde, took off his 
cont, laid it cnrefully folded on the 
parapet and jumped into the Seine, 


A few seconds later the crowd of 
horrified spectators were astonish- 
ed to see the suleide appear again 
swimming strongly downstroam. 

Some river police . immediately 
embarked in a boat and set off to 
the rescne, This, however, proved 
anything but an casy’ job, as each 
time the rescuers came within reach 
of the swimmer and were about to 
fish him out of the river he dived 
under water.and came up again, 
atill in full flight, ten or fifteen 
yards away. 


The suicide was eventually hook~ 
ed five bridges below the point 
which he had chosen for his watery 
grave. He appeared none _ the 
worse. for the bath, but is suspect- 
ed of mental derangement, and is 
now in a hospital under medical ob- 
servation.

ULTIMATUM TO THE 
ALLIES? 


END OF REPARATIONS. 


Under the sinister title of “Tho 
End of Reparations,” Dr, Schacht, 
the former President of the Reichs. 
bank, hag pubished a volume of 
closely-packed and illuminating in- 
formation which must bo regarded 
as of the highest political import- 
ance. It is at the same time his 
own Apologia and a violent attack 
upon Dr, Stresemann. 


The attack is oll the more dan- 
gerous os the name of the dead 
statesman fs not mentioned., But 
Dr. Schacht shows in letters, now 
published for the first time, that 
when he was summoned to the 
Paris Conference binding promisca 
had been made by the Muller 
Cabinet beforchand to the Agent- 
General of the Dawes Committee, 
Mr. Parker Gilbert, that Germany 
would pay annuitios of two mil- 
liard marks a yoar. In reply to 
his expostulation that had he known 
this he would never have gone to 
Paris as ‘financial’ ndviser, the 
Cabinet replied that the main ob- 
ject of the conference waa the 
evacuation of the Rhincland und 
better relations with France. Dr. 
Schacht’s contentlon to-day is that 
busineas men would have driven a 
belter bargain, and that Germany 
cannot fulfil the ‘obligations laid 
tyeon her, 


Finance and Poltey. 


The opinion of financial experts ie 


upon this book, so luctdly written 
that every layman can understand 
it, fa that Dr. Schncht is always 
right on financial matters and al- 
ways wrong upon political © ones.

Ngation to pay continues and the 
world is not certain that ways and 
Means are ascertainable by which 
Germany makes the8e reparations 
in the way of normal economic. ac- 
tivity, she will possess no credit 
abroad. We shall neither get on 
our feet again economically nor 
solve the socinl problems that grow 
more threntening from day to day 
as long as the Tribute problem re- 
mains Unsolved.

He considers that those 
who put off the evil day and try to 
gloss over matters nre merely stor- 
ing up grave trouble ahead.

3 Shanghai, Apr. 9. 
S. Kousnetzoff, aged 20, a Rus- 
sion bodyguard, was shot at 10.45 
this: morning by armed Kddnappers 
who fired a fusillade of shots in a 
bold attempt to kidnap Lord Li

the Chinese Red Cross Hospital. 
Kousnetzoff [s now in the 
Country Hospital. with — bullet 
jvounds in the shoulder and stomach 
and is not expected to live. 
Returning to his home, Brookside 
Lodge, Avenue Haig, Lord Li was 
halted by a wheelbarrow pushed In 
front of the car by a coolic. 
Pavloff; the Rusrtan chanteur, 
slowed down and attempted to 
fveld the wheelbarrow, when more 
than four armed men suddenly aur- 
founded the- car. Pavloff then 
stepped on the aceclerator and 
drove off nt high rpecd, leaving be- 
hind’ the ‘baffled kidnappers. 


Shots were fired, and they hit 
Kousnetzoff twice. He stood up in 
the moving car, in his pain, and 
fell out on to the road, where he was 
picked up and sent to the Red Cross 
Hospital and Inter to the Country 
Hospital. The windshield of the 
car was shattered, and the glass cut 
Pavloff's face, but the Russian 
delivered Lard Li unhurt - to his 
home. The kidnappers fled in a 
waiting motor car. 

This fs the third attempt to 
kidnap Lord Li, who | is leaving 
Shanghai to-morrow for a rest, his 
destination not being announced,

1 maintain, 
therefore, that our Volunteer 
Corps, as ‘ft js constituted to-day, 
serves no useful purpoxe, We are 
told thut in dhe event of a military 
‘ , the training ane has 
received here would be of invalu- 
able help, to which I venture to re- 
ply “Bosh!” In five days, any 
normal sergeant-mnjor can knock 
as much inte the average man’s 
head as the Volunteer Corps could 
In five years! The conclusion is 
obvious, therefore, and it is that 
until ‘the local Volunteers are or- 
ganised more as an Officers’ ‘Cadet 
Corps, rather than as a regimen- 
tal unit, the Corps Is not fulfilling 
ita real duty. To my.way of think- 
ing, every man In the Corps should 
be able to get out in front and drill 
his own Company, and at lenat 
sixty per cent. of the Corps should 
be ablo to put the entire Corps 
through battalion drill, Every 
man should be instructed in the 
rudiments of military history, and 
in the elements of tactics and stra- 
tery, with particular reference to 
the newer forms of warfare— 
mochBienls aerial, bacteriological, 
elk. hs 

Another thing puzzles me in 
theso “Volunteer” arguments, 
and: {t is that reference Js always 
made to “military” emergencies. 
The life-blood of the Empire is its 
trade nfter all, but what would 
happen in the event of a “eivil" 
emergency similar to the military 
ones always xo much feared? Sup- 
posing an epidemic, by some strange 
ireak of nature, were to lay low 
the majority of the business ‘men 
of Hongkong; could the Army step 
In and keep the wheels of com- 
merce revolving’ for us? Good 
fellowa thouyh they are, I doubt 
ft. 1 would give much to sec 
Lieutenant Dash frowning over a 
Bill of Lading, or wondering just 
what magic was involved in the 
entering and clearing of even the 
meanest tramp that sails the High 
Seas!
